£4,000,000 ”' 


! In a lecture entitled “ The Cost of Involun- 
4 tary Poverty,” delivered by Mr. R. J. 
Counolly, ite Labour Party, in Dublin last 
night, Mr. Michael Price presiding, the 
lecturer, referring to the decline in the 
population since 1871-81, said that the loss to 
the State, taking a modest figure per head as 
the value of average citizens, would pe 
£4,000,000 per annum. 

Were the slums abolished and the people 
housed at rents well within their capacity’ 
there would be created a market more 
valuable to our industrial producers than any 
they can have dreamed of overseas. The 
starving unemployed paid more in rent in 
proportion to their income than any other 
section of the population. Thus public 
assistance only put more money iuto the 
Jandlords’ pockets. The obvious solution 
would be to make it illegal to take money 
for rent from any family the major part of 
whose income was received from the State 
under the Public Assistance Acts.. 

Between the ages of twenty and twenty- 
four the young unemployed man had one 
chance in twenty-five of being married, 
according to statistics, but his condition and 
social status considerably reduced the chance. 
At the same age his sister had three times 
as good a chance of getting married. There 
was a seven-to-one chance that the man 
would die of tuberculosis, according to

ADDITIONAL SUPPLIES 
MUST BE LICENSED 


——— 


A scheme for rationing paper is under 
consideration, and the necessary Order 
will shortly be issued (states the British 
Minister of Supply), undex which mills 
will be prohibited, except under licence 
from the Minister, from supplying more 
than a limited proportion of the paper 
hitherto supplied to their customers. 

No application for licences for additional 
supplies of paper will be considered, 
except in special cases, in respect of con- 
tracts entered into in writing during the 
period January 23, 1940, to February 2, 
1940, inclusive, by mills and merchants 
with their customers. 

As regards contracts entered into in 
writing, on or after February 3rd, 1940, 
no applications for licences will be enter- 
tained on the sole ground that any such 
ane was in existence on or after that, 

ate. 

Since the war began British newspapers 
have rationed themselves in paper in pro- 
portions to ace-time ulrements, 
varying from 50 per cent. to 60 per cent. 
It is considered unlikely, therefore, that 
the introduction of rationing will have any 
immediate effect on their size. 

Mr. VY. Bowater, Chairman of 
Bowater’s apes Mills, Ltd., one of the 
largest manufacturers in England, stated 
to a reporter last night: “ One can always 
make an intelligent anticipation, and in 
this case one might base it on the 
percentage on which the mawopepers have 
already voluntarily rationed themselves 
since the war began. I do not know, but 
if it proves to be anything like that, then 
I do not see how any one section of the 


paper users can be unduly hit. 


‘I suppose that a licence for additional 
supplies would in many cases be pretty 
readily forthcoming, because, in view of 
the present EE CE of raw material, there 
is no considerable shortage óf paper, but 
users will have to exercise the. utmost 
economy.”’

The Lord Mayor of Cork, Mr. J. 
Hickey, T.D., has addressed the following 
letter to the members of the Cork Corpora- 
tion: ‘‘ In view of the near approach of 
the intended execution of the two Irish- 
men, Peter Barnes and‘James Richards, 
in England arising out of the Coventry 
explosion, and having regard to the wide- 
spread feeling among the Irish people of 
their innocence, I hereby call a special 
meeting of Cork Corporation for to-morrow 
(Thursday) evening, February 1st.” 

It is understood that the Lord Mayor’s 
action follows representations made to him 
and to Mr. T. P. Dowdall, T.D., by Mr. 
Tom Barry, Ardfoile place, Cork, who 
states that he has conclusive evidence that 
the two men concerned are completely 
innocent of the charges for which they 
have been sentenced to death. 

The execution, originally fixed for Feb- 
ruary 7 at Birmingham, may be delayed, 
as application is to be made for one of 
the condemned men, James Richards, to 
give evidence at the Old Bailey trial uf 
Joseph Hewitt, who was acquitted on 4% 
murder charge at Birmingham, but has 
to face lesser charges.

ROOT ROT IN 
TOMATOES 


DISCUSSED BY GROWERS 


——— 


Root rot in tomatoes was discussed last 
night at the annual meeting of the Irish 
Glasshouse and Market-Growers’ Association 
at the Central Hotel, Dublin. 

Mr. R. McKay, of che Department of Plant 
Pathology, Albert Agricultural College 
Dublin, said that the fungus he referred to— 
the colletotrichum atramentarium—attacked 
the root of the tomato, destroying the cortex, 
so that the plants wilted during the day, 
recovering at night. Normally this fungus 
was a weak parasite, but under certain 
conditions became very severe. He had been 
wondering how much of this disease was due 
to the cultural methods employed by the 
growers. One of the causes was that the 
growers left tha roots of the plants behind 
in the soil after they had harvested the 
crop. The effect of this practice was that the 
fungus became established in these old roots, 
flourishing vigorously. Then when the new 
crop was planted in the spring after the eld 
roots were removed, the parasite attacked 
the new crop, having nothing else to live 


upon. He recommended as a remedy more 
sanitary precautions, and the removaj of 
all roots by digging immediately the crop 


was harvested. 

Mr. G. A. C. Walker, Chairman, who intro- 
duced Mr. McKay, said that with war clouds 
hanging over them they were anxious, if not 
alarmed, at the growing increase in prices. 
This was a serious matter for the growers. 
Everything the grower required to keep up 
his supplies to standard was either difficult 
to procure or almost beyond his reach. It 
would probably be necessary during the year 
to approach the Government for relief. They 
had every reason to think that the Govern- 
ment would be sympathetic, as they had 
always been in the past. They were most 
grateful to the Departments of Agriculture 
and of Industry and Commerce for all they 
had done in controlling the importation of 
tomatoes and market produce generally and 
in issuing licences for necessary supplies. Mr. 
Walker said that the consumer—that was, 
the public—could assist the growers in war- 
time by maintaining their purchases, Those 
who had a 1eal interest in the country would 
not, so far as possible. curtail their expendi- 
ture on market products. 

Mr. 8. Gilthorpe, Secretary, also addressed 
the meeting, and Mr. McKay was thanked 
for his instructive talk.

WHAT VOCATIONAL 
GROUPS COULD DO 


PRESENT SYSTEM STILL 
NECESSARY 


The value of vocational organisation was 
discussed by the Rev. E. J. Coyne, 8.J., in 
a lecture at the fourth annual general meet- 
ing of the Catholic Women’s Federation of 
Secondary School Unions, held at Jury’s 
Hotel, Dublin, on Sunday. 

Father Coyne said that under the present 
system of Government this country’s legis- 
lators met on a basis not of union, but of 
division, and, this system, which within 
certain limits was good, was inadequate to 
deal with many vital social problems. 
Advocates of vocational organisation held 
that government by the people had never 
orl. g except in the medizval guilds, which, 
by self-government, called upon that sense of 
ersonal responsibility which was essential 
or a sound social system. Vocational groups 
would be competent to handle many problems 
which could ‘be adequately dealt with b 
existing legislative machinery, and’ eac 
would be responsible for the well-being of its 
members and for matters such as hin’ fhe 
ment, pensions, and soforth, within fhe. 
group. Inter-related vocational groups could 
combine in the solution of national problems 
such as housing, public health, and the like. 
It would be neither necessary nor advisable 
to destroy the present system in order to 
build anew on vocational lines. Vocational 
organisation could be built up beside the 
present system, and be gradually perfected 
so that it would supplement and in part

Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Congress in 
Limerick, Dr. E. J, Sheehy, Lecturer in 
Animal Nutrition at the Albert Agricultural 
College, said:—As a result of the war the 
position with regard to the price of butter 
is temporarily somewhat improved, but the 
day of retribution will come when hostili- 
ties cease and when our principal export 
market, with a very much redu purchas- 
ing power, will again be flooded with milk 
products from all corners of the globe. Can 
the industry survive? Ne Sois 
As at present conducted, the dairying in- 
dustry is run on uneconomic lines. We 
have, however, many dairy farms and 
mixed farms to which this statement con- 
cerning uneconomic production does not 
apply. Unfortunately, these are in the 
minority. While many of the cow-testing 
associations record fairly substantial herd 
yields, estimates for production up and 
down through the country put the 
average yield of the million and a quarter 
cows at about 400 gallons per lactation. 
Reckoning the feeding of a cow throughout 
the entire year in terms of hay—i.e., relat- 
ing grass, fodder, and meals to terms of 
hay, it takes about 65 cwts. of hay to 
maintain the life and condition of a dry

Lookin 
at the. matter from the point of view o 
average, it may be said, without fear of 
contradiction, that the average of 400 gallons 
is capable of being raised to about 600 with 
the type of cow we have got and without any- 
thing suggestive of forced feeding. Most of 
our cows calve in the late spring, and their 
high yields for a short time on pasture 
show what they can do, but, while a cow is 
capable of yielding well for eight or nine 
months of her lactation, and then tail off 
slowly, ours, for want of feeding, decline 
rapidly after five months of heavy milking, 
and many of them maintain a high yield for 
even a shorter period. The explanation is 
want of sufficient feeding. ; 

We have the stock capable of giving an 
average of 600 gallons of milk per annum, but 
possibly it would not pay to provide the 
extra feeding necessary for the increased 
yield. What are the facts? The food cost 
per gallon of milk decreases with increased 
yield up to a point, and that point is the 
stage at which a cow begins to put the extra 
feeding into flesh rather than into milk. 
Thus taking the food cost of maintaining a 
dry cow at 56 pounds of grass, and the addi- 
tional food cost of a gallon of milk at 18 

unds of grass. the cost per gallon of milk 
in terms of grass is less when the yield is 
600 gallons than when she is so fed as only 
to produce 400 gallons.

There is excess of feed for 
a short period of the ager Ei come when 
in mid-summer the growth of pasture reaches 
its peak. Prior tu this period, and subsc- 
quent thereto, there is for the most part !- 
sufficieat food, and in winter there is much 
starvation. ‘There are, of course, notable 
exceptions to this picture, but the accuracy 
of it, as applied to the majority of dairy 
farms, cannot be questioned. 

What is required is a more or less uniform 
all-the-year-round supply of food, and to 
procure the extra feeding necessary is the 
very big problem confronting dairy farmers. 
Purchased. imported foodstuffs may be sug- 
ested. In war conditions these are difficult 
to obtain, but eve. in peace time the feed- 
ing of stock on imported concentrates rather 
than on the products of our 
land is unsound policy. It 
to rural unemployment, which is one 
of the biggest eviis of this country 
to-day. In any case home-produced farm 
foods are usually cheaper and frequent!y 
much cheaper than imported. For the better 
feeding of our dairy cows we want improve: 
grassland husbandry, more silage, better hav. 
more autumn and spring forage crops. mul 
more corn, and, where justifie by conditions, 
more roota also for winter feeding. Let us 
consider these items seriatim.

Grass Silage 


With regard to winter supplies, grass silage 
has been mentioned. It is a grand food for 
cows and other stock; it is palatable, highly 
nutritive, «and promotes good bloom and 
health. Every dairy farmer should have at 
least one silo full for winter use. Hay is, 
of course, a great standby for winter, but 
it is too often found that the quality is in- 
ferior and that the quantity is insufficient. 
Much can be done to raise the standard of 
the hay-making process. Good quality hay is 
obtainable only from herbage cut at a com- 


~ patatively early stage, and, generally speak- 


ing, the hay of this country is allowed to 
grow a fortnight too late. Weathermg con- 
siderably reduces the quality of hay and 
seriously reduces the total amount of nutrient 
material procurable from a unit area. Recent 
experiments go to show, however, that, the 
expedition with which hay is made up has as 
much to do with the losses occurring in hay- 
making as has the nature of the weather. 


. The following are some results :— 


Losses in favourable weather under condi- 
tions where good management obtamed, 25 
per cent. ; under conditions where indifferent 
management obtained, 33 per cent. | 

in unfavourable weather under con- 
ditions where good management obtained, 35. 
per cent.; under conditions where indifferent 
management obtained, 58 per cent. 


What is Good Management? 


By good, as compared with indifferent 
management, is meant the making up of the 
hay as quickly as practicable first into small 
cocks, then into larger ones, and then to 
larger ones still, and subsequently, without 
undue delay, getting it into. the. rick or hay 
barn, and protecting it from waste in the 
same way as one would protect a load of 
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a guin. It should. be remembered that good 


y has ha!f the feeding value ton for ton as 
oats—why waste it. The value of the root 
crop, turnips and mangels, for winter feedin 
in this country need not be emphasise 
and while roots are not absolutely essenti 
yet they constitute one of the best and 
cheapest foods for dairy cows. 

Compare the position’ of the dairy farmer 
who in January has a considerable store of 
roots tg draw. upon with the man whose food 
‘reserves are short by same amount. In 
addition to the foodstuffs already mentioned, 
much more is necessary, and in large quan- 
tity, too, in order to ensure abindance of 
winter supplies. There should be oat straw 
for feeding to dry cattle, and abundance of 
home-grown corn for feeding to the heav 
milkers Perhaps a certain amount of oil 
cakes and such foods as bran and dried 
grains may be purchased, but if the bills for 
purchased foods are high the cheques from 
the creameries are exhausted in paying them. 
Creamery districts should depend principally 
on home and farm produced crops to be fed 
either direct to the stock or stored for use 
at another season. 


Value of Beans 


While on the point of oil cake feeding, it 
should be remembered that this country 
is eminently suited for the production of a 
crop—namely, beans—which in every respect 
can replace oil cakes. Good yields are ob- 
tainable, and the cultivation involves no 
process with which our farmers are not weli 
acquainted, If in this season we had available 
another half a million acres of oats and a 
hundred thousand acres of beans we should 
be quite independent of the war at sea as 
far as the feodine of our cattle is concerned, 
and dairy cows could enjoy abundance of a 
completely balanced concentrate made from 
home produced crops. 

The milk production of the cows of this 
country can be increased by 50 per cent. 
without resorting to any system of forced 
feeding, but rather by providing abundance 
of farm foods for the whole year round. To 
produce the extra feeding we want (1) better 
grassland management ; (3) much more forage 
crops for feeding in autumn and spring; 6) 
much more silage, better hay, much more 
oats and other grain, and in suitable circum- 
stances more roots, If the extra feeding were 
available cows could be mated so as to calve 
earlier in spring and their milk yield could 
be maintained in autumn for a very much 
longer period than at present. Autumn calv- 
ings could be arranged for and a considerable 
amount of winter. dairying engaged in. Thus, 
in addition to a greater summer yield than is 
obtained at present, there could be produced 
much extra milk in spring, autumn, and in

Tillage of Healthy Stock 


There is an important argument in favour.

Uld pastures har- 
bour the organisms of numerous diseases, and 
jn many cases these disease-producing or- 
ganisms live in pasture for very long periods, 
and in that way healthy stock become in- 
fected.

And, finally, let me meet a common objec- 
tion to increased titage—namely, the labour 
problem.

Two Voices 


Two speeches of first-class political 
importance were made 4uring the last 
forty-eight hours. On Tuesday Herr Adolf 
Hitler spoke in the Sportspalast in Berlin, 
and yesterday Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
addressed the guests at a luncheon in 
London. Herr Hitler’s speech was the 
first that has been broadcast since the 
occasion of the bomb explosion in the 
Munich beer cellar. Every German citizen 
was expected to listen to it, and the usual 
arrangements were made so that factory 
workers and others should have no excuse 
for failure to fall in with the wishes of 
the Propaganda Department. The voice 
was Jacob’s voice, but the hand, un- 
doubtedly, was the fine Italian hand of 
Dr. Josef Goebbels; Herr Hitler’s remarks 
were intended mainly for home consump- 
tion. They were made upon the seventh 
anniversary of the  National-Socialist 
Party’s advent to power in Germany ; and, 
for that reason, they may be regarded as 
a kind of rallying cry for purely party 
purposes. The only interesting portions 
of the speech were those in which Herr 


and Mr, Neville Chamberlain in particular. 
One sentence, we learn, in which he com- 
pared the British Prime Minister to tho 
devil called forth exceptional applause, 
and it is obvious that the most popular 
note that can be struck by a public speaker 
in Germany to-day is to.abuse perfidious 
Albion. On the whole, we should imagine, 
the British people will survive Herr 
Hitler’s attack, which contained nothing 
new. The Fuehrer evidently had been 
reading the works of Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw ; for his picture of the Englishman 
going forth to colonise the world, with a 
gun in one hand and a Bible in the other, 
has been painted far more éffectively 
already by the Irish playwright. Listen- 
ing to Herr Hitler on the wireless, one 
had the impression of an almost hysterical 
speech. He declared that he had not slept 
for more than a couple of hours on any 
night since the war began, and the manner 
of his delivery certainly conveyed the 
impression of jangled nerves. England, 
he insisted, had willed the war. ' She had 
dragged the Poles to destruction, and now. 
she wanted to encompass Germany's 
destruction. Mr. Chamberlain, the arch- 
hypocrite, was pretending to wage a holy 
war against Germany, and to be fighting 
for religion and the rights of man. Mr. 
Churchill, on the other hand, made no 
secret of Britain’s real aim, which was to 
split the German Reich into its elements, 
so that it and they alike shall be power- 
less. Herr Hitler prefers the Churchill 
attitude, which, he says, at least has the 
merit of honesty. The British want a war 
of annihilation ; and they are going to get 
it. Germany is prepared as no other 
nation ever has been prepared. Her people 
are united behind their leader. They will 
fight; they may fall; but they never will 
capitulate. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain is not a 
particularly good speaker. He certainly 
has none of Herr Hitler’s unquestioned 
gifts as a demagogue, and his most fervent 
admirer hardly could imagine him in the 
réle of a mob orator. His speech in 
London yesterday might have been the 
statement of the chairman of a public 
company at its annual general meeting. 
It had no “' frills ' of any kind. It did 
not contain a single word of abuse; yet 


fail to be impressed by its-note of quiet 


remarkable, ‘The British nation has

Mr. Chamberlain announced yesterday 
that no fewer than sixty-seven training 


enlarged aerodromes and a total staff of 
forty thousand. 
wealth has not yet even approached its 
peak of productive capacity, whereas 
Germany’s had been reached, or nearly 
reached, when the war broke out. From 
the tone of the two speeches, the outside 
observer draws the suggestion that Britain 
proposes to remain on the defensive as 
long as possible, multiplying her resources 
in the meanwhile against the day when 
the war wil) begin in deadly earnest ; 
while Germany may decide to strike at any 
moment. Aceording to the French states- 
man, Monsieur Paul Reynaud, time is a 
neutral in this war; but we are inclined to 
believe that its neutrality is decidedly 
favourable to the Allies. The Germans 
may make a determined effort towards 
the South-east in order to be able to draw 
upon the resources of the Balkans before 
they launch their main attack in the West. 
On the other hand, there always is the 
possibility of a sudden offensive against 
Great Britain and France—an offensive 
similar to that- against Poland, but on a 
far larger scale. Therein lies the manifest 
danger to the Allies’ cause. The 
potentialities of the Blitzkrieg never have 
been put to the real test; and if, one of 
these days, Herr Hitler should make up 
his mind to risk everything on a desperate 
hea of the fatal dice, Europe will 
witness scenes of destruction that will 
throw the worst excesses of former wars 
into the shade. 


The Soviet Deception 


Yet another division of Soviet troops 
is said to be threatened in a big battle 
that opened in Finland’s so-called waist- 
line yesterday morning. If report is true, 
the Finns are facing the conflict with a 
spirit almost of enthusiasm—enthusiasm 
which has been engendered by their per- 
sistent success against the Russian 
invaders during the past two months. We 
have no insight into the Soviet mind, but 
we suspect that its attitude towards the 
battle is very different. The soldiers of 
the Red Army are men, and they can 
draw conclusions as well as most other 
men—even if the exercise of the reasoning 
faculty has been discouraged, under Com- 
munist rule, within recent years. By this 
time they must have begun to suspect that 
they have been the victims of a terrible 
deception. Two months ago théy were told 
that an oppressed Finnish people was 
awaiting them with open arms, in the 
expectation of deliverance from a vicious 
oligarchy. The Red soldiers were per- 
suaded that had merely to show them. 
selves within the borders of Finland and 
they would be received with open arms 
as saviours of the downtrodden. How 
cruelly they have been undeceived! They 
have found the hand of every Finnish 
citizen, apart from a few renegades, against 
them. Their troops have been welcomed 
not with laurel-wreaths, but with rifle- 
fire. We find it hard to credit the official 
estimate that no fewer than a quarter of 
a million Russian troops have become 
“‘casualties’’ in Finland since the cam- 
paign began—although the independent 
Military Correspondent of The. Times 
arrives at a very similar conclusion—but 
it is certain that they have suffered 
appallingly heavy, and wholly unexpected, 
losses. The Finnish people have chosen a 
curious means to display their gratitude. 
Neverth ss, the offort to represent the 
invasiv.. as a high and holy crusade con- 
tinues. “On you, comrades,’ says 
Marshal Voroshiloff to the latest division 
of Russians that will run the gauntlet 
of the Finnish defences, ‘‘depends the 
fate of the Finnish people. Your duty is 
to free. them from the fate of semi- 
barbarism.” It is not reported that cheers 
followed this pronouncement; if so, they 
must have been after the orden of morituri 
te salutamus. How long, we may ask, will 
the soldiers of Red Russia be deceived? 
The people of Germany believe that they 
are fighting in their own defence; the 
soldiers.of Russia have no such excuse— 
they cannot fail by now to.realise that 
their leaders have led them woefully 
astray in regard to the ‘‘ideals’’ of the 
invasion. We think that the aggression of 
Finland marks a turning-point in the 
history of Communist Russia ; that it has 
opened, or will open, the eyes of millions 
of Russians to the fact that their country 
cares nothing for the lofty, if misguided, 
conceptions of Marx and Lenin, and has 
become the instrument of a grasping, 
ruthless dictatorship. If Stalin had been 
wise enough to hold his hand, he might 
have taken advantage of the European 
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in the long run, Germany will be over- 


schools for airmen were being established 
in Canada alone, with eighty new or

largely responsible for this state of affairs.

There is very little of the 
sporting spirit to be discerned, however, 
in the formation of a ‘‘ Vigilance Com- 
mittee ’’ to dog the footsteps of members. 
We note that the Munster Colleges’ 
Council has been inconvenienced by the 
fact that ‘‘ some colleges sought freedom 
from the basic rules of the G.A.A. concern- 
ing foreign games.” This ridiculous ban 
never has hurt any organisation except 
the G.A.A. itself, and the necessity of 
trying to enforce it by means of “ Vigilance 
Committees,’ suspensions and other 
penalties indicates that it is repugnant to 
most of the members. It is a strange 
situation that the descendants of the Irish 
without the Pale should have erected a/far 
less justifiable barrier between themselves 
and their fellow-countrymen a _ few 
centuries later. It implies a lack of 
confidence in the ability of the G.A.A. to 
stand up against “ foreign ” competition, 
but we believe that, if the ban were raised, 
it would mean greatly increased strength 
and prosperity for the body, which, at the 
moment, appears to be riven by conflicting 
councils.

res dangers to the nation’s life and 
development, ” and require definite action 
by the Government to remedy them. There 
was entire agreement also that the 
requisite national action must be en- 
trusted to a central authority whose 
activities should extend beyond those of 
any existing Government de ent. The 
objectives of national action should be 
the re-development of congested urban 
areas, decentralisation or dispersal both 
of industries and imdustrial population 
from those areas, and encouragement of 
a balance and diversification of industrial 
development. throughout the various 
regions of the country.

Shipping Control 


In shipping circles there has been much 
comment on the sale of ships, and it is 
held that the policy. now in operation 
needs revision. It is admitted without 
uibble that the Government must have 
the last word, but the general view is that 
a ship-owner should be as free to sell his 
property as is any other manufacturer. 

he people who purchase ships are business 
men, used to trading conditions, and they 
may be trusted not to give prices that are 
too high. Some shipping firms desire to buy 
vesse!s which best suit their particular 
trades, and they are willing to pay good 
prices. In present conditions, however, 
they hesitate because of action of the 
authorities in stopping the sale of a vessel 
regarded as being sold at too high a price. 
To-night all shipping, apart from coasting 
vessels calling at adjacent ports, will pass 
into the hands of the Minister of 
shipping. 

Suburban Traffic 


Suburban traffic was rather easier this 
morning. Not only were trains more 
frequent, but they did not take so long oa 
the journey to town. The L.M.S. service 
still is seriously disorganised. The Irish 
mail to-day was several hours late, and 
no trains left Euston for Scotland. Four 
trains left for Liverpool, but no hour of 
arrival was guaranteed. In London, the 
snow is disappearng from the streets, but 
there is still a prevalence of burst pipes, 
together with a lack of water, everywhere. 
People have become used to the extra- 
ordinary conditions, however, and all 
difficulties are being overcome with 
remarkable good humour. Last weck 
all the talk was of domestic upheavals, 
but to-day the subject is never mentioned. 
An interesting point in connection with 
the railway troubles is that steam has had 
to come to the rescue of the electric trains 
during the past few days. It is no un- 
common sight to see an electric train being 
drawn through a suburban station by a 
steam engine, which is able to grip the 
rails while the electric motor fails. 


Communication with Paris 


the French deputies who have been visit- 
ing London du-ing the past few days, have 
been discussing the difficulties of travel 
and communication between the two 
countries, and it is hoped that something 
will be done to modify the regulations now 
prevailing.

One 
lieutenant and his patrol, for instance, 
held up a strong Russian force for six 
hours, though they were armed only with 
rifles and sub-machine-guns. When they 


received reinforcements the Russians 
retreated.

U.S. GOVERNMENT'S 
DIFFICULTIES 


That Finland’s fate has put the United 
States Government ‘‘on the spot ’’ was 
the opinion widely expressed in Washing- 
ton yesterday, as the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee began consideration of 
the proposed increase in the capital of the 
Export and Import Bank to permit credits 
to Finland totalling $30,000,000 for non- 
military purposes, states Reuter. 

The Government’s keen desire to help 
Finland—a desire shared by a large 
section of Congress—cannot be doubted. 

But, as this is election year, it 1s par- 
ticularly anxious to avoid feeding the 
Opposition with opportunities to raise the 
cry of “ war-mongering.”’ 

On its side Congress is averse to givin 
precedents which may be of an un-neutra 
character, while many Congressmen feel 
that the Government, in its present 
financial condition, is not in a position to 


advance loans. 
The latest suggestion is that Finland 
in the United States, 
thereby obtaining the money required for 
war supplies from private investors. 
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B BARING the scars of her heroic

Her mainmast is damaged and one

An officer, who gave a dramatic 

narrative of the battle to a Press 
Association reporter last night, re- 
vealed that the Graf Spee opened 
fire at a range of seventeen miles. 
__ He said he understood it was stated at 
the time that the Ajax was escorting a 
French steamer, but that was not so. 
Actually they were searching, along with 
the Exeter and the Achilles, for the Graf 
Spee. They did not know definitely that 
she was in those waters, but they had 
worked it out that, if she was headin 
South America, she would be somewhere 
‘in their proximity at that time, and the 
calculations were remarkably accurate. 


She was first seen about 6 a.m., and 
she immediately opened fire at a range of 
29,500 yards. Almost at once she began 
to concentrate her heavy armament of 
ll-inch guns on the Exeter. 

At the same time she turned her 
secondary armament of four 5.9 guns on 
the Ajax. 

‘* For fifty minutes,” he said, “it was a

Once she circled 
close to the Graf Spee, but when she got 
a piece of shrapnel through a wing she 
returned to her former job of. cruising 
above the Ajax,

WANTED ANOTHER CRACK . 


Another officer said that whilst they 
were waiting outside Montevideo the 
members of the crew were standing by 
wanting to have another crack at the Graf 
Spee and thinking they were going to get 
one. ' 

“The whole crew were magnificent, and 
afterwards Captain C. H. L. W ouse. 
went around to them in their guarters 
and told them how magnificent they had 
been. They had a very trying time, and for 
48 hours after the action, whilst, they were 
on watch, not one of them got any sleep. ”' 
Two ratings also told briefly of their 
feelings during the battle A.-B, 
Jacques, of arlington, one of the 
youngest, who is only 19, said he was in a 
gun crew, and the news that the Graf Spee 
was on the horizon was a complete sur- 
prise to them. “ But,” he added tersely, 
“ It didn’t bother us at all.” He also 
said that when there were lulls in the 
action two members of the gun crew 
played mouth organs. 

Marine W. J. Bond, from a village near 
Norwich, who was wounded in the leg by 
a piece of shrapnel, was a member of the: 
crew of an anti-aircraft gun. 

“ We had to stand by,” ho said, “ but 
as no ‘plane came over from the Graf 
Spee we had nothing to do, so we started 
to sing ‘ Roll out the Barrel’ and other 
popular songs while shells were bursting 
in the sea around us.” 

Chief Yeoman of Signals G, W. Harman, 
of Worthing, was on the fore bridge with 
the Commodore throughout the action. 
His only comment was “ You can’t 
teach the Commodore anything about sea 
fighting.

The survivors reported that another 
ship’s boat containing the remainder of the 
crew was adrift in the vicinity, and after 
a light had been seen from the shore a 
lifeboat was sent out to search for it. 

The liféboat returned after five hours’ 
fruitless search, during which the boat 
was swept by seas which carried two of 
the crew off their feet. They were saved 
by the guard chains. 

After. the drenched lifeboat crew had 
changed into dry clothing they put to sea 
again, and another lifeboat also took part in 
the search without avail. 

Later the bodies of the seven men who 
had been washed out of the Royal Crown’s 
boat from which the survivors landed were 
found at different points on the coast. 

One of the survivors was injured and 
was taken to hospital.

NEUTRAL SHIPS AND MEN 

‘““ Of course, we do not for one moment 
question the right of neutrals to decide 
whether they shall come into the conflict 
or stay out of it, or, if they choose to 
stay out of it, in what fashion they shall 
use the neutrality that they have chosen. 

But we may, and we do, ask them 
whether they be small and weak or whether 
they be great and powerful, to consider 
that, though in the exercise of our indis- 
puted belligerent rights we may have to 
take action which causes them _ incon- 
venience or even loss, at any rate we have 
never sunk a neutral ship; we have never 
oe sacrificed one single neutral 
ife. 

“On the other hand, our enemy 
threatens the existence of States which 
are too small or too weak or too near to 
defy them, and they continue to show the 
most complete and the most callous in- 
difference not merely to their interests, 
but to the ordinary dictates of common 
humanity. To us these considerations 
seem a great deal more serious than any 
temporary disturbance of trade. At the 
same time, we fully recognise that dis- 
turbance of trade of neutrals may be 
serious to them. 

‘“ Don’t let anyone suppose we want to 
use measures that we have taken for any 
other purpose than the prosecution of the 
war, or that we are indifferent to the losses 
which neutrals may thereby sustain.”’

THE OCEANS OF THE 
WORLD 


Describing the British war effort, Mr. 
Chamberlain said: “ At present at home, 
in France, in India, and in other stations 
Overseas upon our vital lines of imperial 
communications, we had upwards of one 
and a quarter million men under arms.”’ 

The Navy was still the first line of 
defence of these islands and of the Empire.

And yet that space is being vor- 
tinually patrolled by the British Navy 
with increasing success. (Cheers. )

HUGE PURCHASES 


In order to secure the raw materials 
that they reguired they had made an 
arrangement by which they had purchased 
the whole output of the Empire of wool 
for the duration of the war and for a year 
after that. They had purchased 
£85,000,000 worth of textiles and leather, 
and made long-term contracts for the 
supplying of copper, zinc, lead, 
aluminium, timber, hemp and flax. 

At the beginning of the war there were 
nine firms in Great Britain manufactur- 
ing khaki cloth. To-day there were over 
1,000. Overcoating for the troops in peaco 
time was 250,000 yards a month; now 
production was one and a half million 
— a month. Peace time production of 
attle dresses was 175,000 a year; now it 
was half a million a month. In peace 
time they bought every year for the Army 
120,000 pairs of boots; to-day they were 
making 130,000 pairs every week. 


GUNS AND SHELLS 


The Empire steel output in 1914 was 
9,000,000 tons ; to-day it was eighteen and 
a half million tons, of which fourteen and 
a half million tons were produced at home. 
Since the war began the output of guns 
of all descriptions had doubled; in some 
cases if had increased eight-fold. Tho 
output of shells had also doubled. 

They had a most encotiraging response 
to the campaign for increased food pro- 
duction. Over one and a quarter million 
acres had been already scheduled and 
selected, and, in spite of the unfavourable 
weather conditions, a great deal of it has 
already been turned over. 

In a reference to the trade agreement 
with the United States a little over a year 
ago, which was based upon the principle 
o 


lain said: ‘‘ We mean when this war is 
snow concluded to return to that 
idea. 

“One of our foremost aims will be the 

restoration of international trade, which 
seems to us to present the best opportunity 
for restoring in turn the standard of 
living and the consuming powers of the 
nations. That is a policy that we have 
in mind when the time comes to turn once 
more from war to peace.”’ 
_ Speaking of the Anglo-Japanese 
incident, he said: ‘‘ We are bound to take 
all the measures that are open to us to 
frustrate the machinations of a powerful 
and utterly unscrupulous enemy, but 
certainly the last thing that we want to 
do is to affront the self-respect of a 
friendly nation with whom we want to 
live in peace.”’

He described how a man, wit 
a business dating back to 1864, came to him 
in great distress because he could not get 
essential articles required for the manufac- 
ture of a commodity for the Ministry of 
Supply. When he went to the Ministry with 
his difficulties, Sir Percy added, he was told 
that if he went to Mr. Scott his difficulties 
would be removed and his supplies forth- 
coming. Scott had an address in Piccadilly, 
and, after extensive inquiries, was located in 
the office of a theatrical agent. He ex- 
plained that he was not paid by the Ministry 
of Supply, but got payment from the firm 
as commission. .

LONDON, Wednesday Night. 
AS a Scottish owner éver won the 
English and Irish Derbys in the same 
season, and with different horses? 
This question would have floored your cor- 
respondent not long ago, and he would have 
answered that only one owner had brought 
off the double, but with the same horse, 
Orby, and that he was not a Scotsman, but 
an American. The researches of Crackajack 
Joe into the history of the Palmerston 
association and the ‘critical period " 
Irish racing in the ‘sixties have revealed the 
Scot, who was Mr. Johnstone, 

In 1869 Mr. Johnstone won the Epsom 
Derby with Pretender and the Irish Derby 
with The Scout. The curious coincidence was 
that both only won by heads. Their owner 
was lucky, for nearly everyone at Epsom, 
except the judge, was sure that Pero Gomez 
had got up and beaten Pretender. Even the 
conservative Yorkshireman, John Osborne, 
wh» rode the winner, and was reserved of 
speech, admitted that he did not think he 
had done more than make a dead-heat; and 
when that loyal jockey admitted so much: it 
is conceivable that at the back of his mind 
he believed he had been beaten. 


Partners in Pretender 


Mr. Johnstone and his cousin, Mr. Robert 
Jardine, grandfather of the present Sir 
Robert "Buchanan-Jardine, were partners in 
Pretender, Mr. Johnstone holding the larger 
share; and the colt carried his dark blue 


- and silver braid colours, which Mr. Jardine 


It is most 
likel that Mr. Jardine, who was not racing 

ofhcially ” in those days, and had not 
mpén registered colours, was also a part-own@ 
oí The Scout. 

It has already been told here how the 
Stewards of the Irish Turf Club treated with 
slight disdain the laments of 1864 about the 
alleged decadence of Irish racing, but quietly 
took some steps to brighten things up, one of 
them being the decision to found an Itish 
Derby.

“We do not remember any meeting looked 
forward to with so much interest, from the 
fact of the first Irish Duly being run for, 
which we should sincerely hope is only the

THE TWA WITCHES 


In the days of my childhood I used to be 
held spellbound by a fairy story, called ‘‘ The 
Wizard of Os,” ‘‘Oz, the Great and Ter- 
rible,”’ lived in the middle of a fabulous 
country, in the four corners of which dwelt 
four witches. When; down South, questions 
are constantly put about the North, and up 
North conversation dwells upon the South, 1 
am always led to think of that old fairy tale, 
There can be no doubt that to the average 
Northerner the South is inhabited by a 
witch. Similarly, the ordinary South- 
erner will readily admit the existence 
of a witch of the North. I, who can claim 
to an acquaintance with the terrain of both 
old ladies, can smile inwardly when the 
talk implies their existence. ese witches 
are elusive people, who are apt to blazon 
totem and shibboleth on an convenient plane 
surface, Evidences of their presence are 
specially liable to occur in times of stress 
end tension (i.¢., during a shuffle round of 
front benchers). - 


RITUAL ON THE '- KEY 
OF HELL” 


On Boxing Day, in company with a few 
friends, I climbed to the top of the ‘ Key 
of Hell.’’ sper explanation see Chapter V., 
P. 112 of ‘‘ The Way That I Went,’’ by Dr. 
R. Lloyd Praeger.) On the summit of the 
ort there were some fine lumps of rock just 
asking for the witch’s attention, and I was 
not surprised to find the usual formule well 
in evidence. In addition to a familiar five- 
monosyllabic tag condemning & certain 
foreign dignitary to the place the key of 
which we had climbed. We deciphered 
other inscriptions, such as ‘‘We Want 
Another Cromwell;’’ “No Surrender.”’

I 
consider it a serious oversight on the part 
of the Northern Government that their 
favourite declaration of immobility has not 
an inch accorded to it on this prominent site. 
Down South I have knelt before the Crosses 
on Galtymore and Slieve-na-Mon. Whether 
the Irish words written in stones on the 
higher of these two summits were the work 
of the witch of the South my ignorance of 
the language prevented me from discovering. 
Perhaps some kind reader will enlighten me. 
Do not let it be thought from this that all the 
Six-County hills are disfigured by inscriptions 
on their summits. I know full many a 
Northern mountain top as free from taint of 
withcraft as Errigal or Mweelres. 


HOUSES AND TREES 


‘Coming down the “Key of Hell’ one

SCHOOLS LEAD: THE WAY 


Any reference to building up North would 
be seriously incomplete without a word in 
raise of the new public elementary schools. 
Not only in the city; but throughout the 
whole six counties, ‘most of the new schools 
leave nothing to be desired. Whoever was 
responsible for such splendid progressive 
buildings as the new schools near the Botanic 
Gardens and at Park parade—to take . only 
two examples—deserves the greatest credit. 

One travelled lady with whom I was dis- 
cussing the matter, said that these new 
schools were the equal of anythin in 
Sweden. I can well believe her, and hope 
the beauty, cleanliness, and efficiency of 
their surroundings will inspire the rising 
generation to rebuilt their native city, The 
Christian Science church in University avenue 
is another pleasant piece of recent building, 
and the new BBC. headquarters, at the 
junction of Ormeau avenue and Bedford 
street, promises to be an imposing pile. The 
transmitter buildings at Lisnagarvey, out- 
side Lisburn, are, of course, among the most 
distinguished work recently carried out in 
the province. 


APING DUBLIN 


_ Belfast now boasts a gasometer of the same 
type as the lofty landmark on Sir John 

gerson’s quay in Dublin. Although I 
should certainly uot like to live or work 
within the shadow area of this latest monu- 
ment to the enterprise of the Corporation 
Gas Department, I can only regard it as an 
addition to the attractions of the town. Even 
at a moderate distance, its grey form takes 
on a delightful play of atmospheric colour, 
and there are vistas down many a dreary 
side street ‘which are made in some degree 
interesting hy its sombre silhouette appear- 
ing in the background. 


CATHEDRAL IN THE MAKING

“PICTURE POST "’-MORTEM 


This air of intellectual freedom in the 
Belfast bookshops is one of the very brightest 
spots in the Six Counties, and something 
which is full of hope for the future. For the 
first time I feit more at home in Belfast than 
Dublin, and 1 am conceited enough to believe 
that to be a bad sign for the future of 
Dublin. I returned: to Eire and found the 
latest witch-like action by the authorities was 
to call a ban upon Picture Past. 
hold no brief for this particular journal, 
but can only resent the banning of any 
publication which provided an épen forum 
for the free circulation of varying opinions. 
There waa much in this paper to which a 
consensus of cultivated opinion would object 
yet, on the whole, Picture Post was one o 
the most democratic, broadminded and human 
weeklies on the market. Goodness knows 
there is enough in life to which we may 
object, but we will not be able to root out 
the evil or improve matters by shutting our 
ves to the facts.

POVERTY AND THE WITCHES 


One final point. The visitor from Eire cap- 
not fail to notice the comparative absence of 
beggars in the streets of Belfast and the few 
instances of extreme poverty. 1 am not say- 
ing poverty does not exist; Yar from it : y 
that it does not hit one in the face the way 
it does in so many Southern cities. The poor 
districts off York street or in Ballymacarret 
may be much less picturesque than their 
Dublin or Limerick counterparts, but who 
can deny that the standard of liying is higher 
up North? If I was asked for an explanation 
I would hint that the difference may be due 
to the absence of certain activities of the 
witch of the South rather than to any more 
positive lead from her Northern sister. ¢ 

Let me sum up this rambling discourse. 
In the story of the wizard of Uz both the 
witch of the North and the witch of the 
South were good witches, and I am sure the 
same is true, at heart, of their Irish analogues

POST SCRIPT. 
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MAKING COMPOSTS 


manure during recent years has led to 

a widespread search for a suitable sub- 
stitute to supply the humus which is so neces- 
sary for the production of good crops. This 
has resulted in the discovery of methods of 
breaking down rapidly such organic materials 
as straw, grass (including lawn mowings), 
tree leaves, potato stalks, pea haulm, ete. 
Of these materials, fresh grass is probably 
the best on account of its nitrogen content, 
and, where available, it should be mixed with 
the other less nitrogenous materials which 
are going into the compost heap. 

The materials to be rotted down should be 
heaped in layers about nine inches deep, and 
each layer sprinkled with some nitrogenous 
fertiliser such as sulphate of ammapia or 
nitro chalk at the rate of about lib. per 
square yard. Usually from one-half to one 
ewt. of sulphate of ammonia is sufficient to 
treat one ton of refuse, As the work of 
making the heap proceeds, the material should 
be watered so that it is made moist, but not 
wet. . The heap must be made compact and 
be turned every three or four weeks, placing 
the outside material in the centre of the new 
heap, If the material appears dry when 
being turned it should be moistened. In 
cases where sulphate of ammonia has been 
used a little lime should be scattered over 
the top of the heap when completed. D 
is hastened by finally watering the heap wit 
a solution of permanganate of potash, made 
by dissolving a half-ounce permanganate in 
one gallon-of water and applying the solution 
at the rate of six gallons per cubic yard of 
material. 

Another method of breaking down waste 
rubbish consists in forming heaps of alternate 
layers of rubbish about four inches deep and 
farm manure about two inches deep, together 
with a dressing of chalk, or soil containing 
lime. The heap in this case ig,made up 
loosely so that air has ready access, and it is 
kept moist all the time. The heap should 
not exceed four feet in height when first made 
up and it should be turned at the end of 
about one month. This turning should be 
repeated at the end of another 40 
weeks. 

The manurial value of composts may not be 
as high as that of good farmyard manure, but 
the humus content of these composted 
materials is high, and this is of great assist- 
ance in maintaining the soil in a healthy and 
productive state. These composts may be 
applied liberally, especialy if the soil is low 
in humus, when a much heavier dressing than 
would be given of farmyard manure should 
be applied. 

No attempt should be made to break down 
woody material, such as prunings of trees and 
shrubs, raspberry canes, cabbage stalks, etc. 
nor should any diseased material be included 
in the compost heap. These should be 
barned and the ashes spread over the seoil 
after it has been dug. 

The shor':,e of manurial elements can be 
made good by the use of lios. super 
phosphate, ios. sulphate or muriate of éa 
los. sulphate of ammonia, or nitro-chalk, ne 
square yard of ground, spplied when the 
ground is being prepared for sowing oF 
planting.

Writing on this subject inthe Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent. says :— 
We cannot understand why this stately, old- 

world borde: plant is not more frequently 
seen in modern garden arrangements, 
now that herbaceous flowers in general 
have come back to popular favour, and 
et we cannot conceive a collection of 
ardy flowers complete without the tall, 
brilliantly covered stems of this attrac- 
tive plant.
